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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

OCTOBER  1.  1899  JUNE  30,  1900. 


To  THE  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents-. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the 
libraries  of  the  University  for   1899-1900. 

There  were  in  all  of  the  libraries  June  30,  1900,  145,460  volumes, 
and  1.783  maps.  Of  these  114,874  volumes  and  1,783  maps  were  in 
the  General  Library ;  18.000  volumes  in  the  Law  Library ;  10,420 
volumes  in  the  Medical  Library;  961  volumes  in  the  Dental  Library: 
and  1,205  volumes  in  the  Library  of  the  Homceopathic  Medical  College.* 

The  additions  for  the  year  were  12,256  volumes  and  253  maps, 
distributed  as  follows:  General  Library,  9,595  volumes  and  253  maps; 
Law  Library,  1,666  volumes;  Medical  Library,  806  volumes;  Dental 
Library,   66  volumes;   Homoeopathic  Library,    123  volumes. 

The  number  of  periodicals  regularly  received  was  818.  Of  these 
600  came  to  the  General  Library:  16  to  the  Law  Library;  163  to  the 
Medical  Library;  16  to  the  Dental  Library,  and  23  to  the  Homceopathic 
Library. 

Your  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books,  including  subscrip- 
tions to  periodicals  and  cost  of  binding,  was  $15,000.00.  Your  division 
of  this  sum  among  the  various  libraries  was  as  follows  :

THE    GENERAL    LIBRARY. 

.A.DDITIONS. —  Of  the  9,595  volumes  and  253  maps  and  charts  added 
to  the  General  Library,  5,165  volumes  and  13  maps  were  bought,  and 
4,430  volumes  and  240  maps  were  presented.  The  volumes  resulting 
from  binding  periodicals  are  included  in  the  above  enumeration. 

Expenditures. —  The  bills  certified  to  by  me  for  this  library  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $9,455.04.  Of  this  sum  $8,194.40  was  for  books 
and  periodicals  received  irregularly,  and  $1,260.64  was  for  annual 
subscriptions  to  periodicals   for    1900. 

*  The  rearrangement  of  the  pamphlets,  which  is  still  going  on,  makes  it  impossible  to 
report  with  any  exactness  in  regard  to  them,  and  reference  to  them  is  again  omitted. 
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The  amount  assigned  for  miscellaneous  expenses  was  $1,090.00.

The  Endowment  Funds. —  An  order  was  made  on  the  Coyl  Fund, 
but  it  was  not  filled  until  after  June  30,  and  the  expenditure  will, 
therefore,  appear  in  the  report  of  the  current  year.  There  was  an 
expenditure  of  $10.31    from  the  Goethe  Fund  for  continuations. 

According  to  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  the  condition  of  the  three 
funds,  July   i,    1900,  was  as  follows:

Important  Purchases. —  Orders  were  given  for  a  number  of  impor- 
tant sets  of  books.  These  were  found  in  sale  catalogues  of  books. 
In  some  cases  the  sets  were  sold  before  our  orders  were  received, 
and  in  other  cases  defects  were  found  to  exist  which  have  not  yet  been 
remedied.  I  do  not,  therefore,  as  usual,  report  any  especially  important 
purchases. 

Special  Collections. —  The  special  collections  for  which  all  pos- 
sible completeness  is  desired  are  the  Mc  Millan  Shakespeare  Library,  and 
the  German-American  Goethe  Library.  The  additions  to  the  former  were 
113  volumes,  bringing  the  total  up  to  4,938  volumes.  The  additions  to 
the  Goethe  Library  were  7  volumes.  That  collection  now  numbers 
959  volumes. 

Gifts  and  Bequests. —  In  my  report  of  last  year  it  was  stated 
that  the  books  bequeathed  by  Professor  Walter  had  been  received  at  the 
library,  but  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  additions  of  that  year.  Since 
then  the  unbound  volumes  have  been  bound,  and  all  except  a  few  dupli- 
cates, not  required,  have  been  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  library 
and  classified  and  catalogued.  The  number  of_  volumes  actually  added 
to  the  library  from  this  source  was  2,088.  This  number  will  be 
slightly  increased  in  the  future  by  exchange  of  the  duplicates,  or  by 
purchases  with  money  realized  from  their  sale. 

In  great  part  the  books  are  in.  or  have  reference  to,  the  chief 
Romance  languages,  French,  Italian,  and  Spanish.  The  author  best 
represented  is  Dante,  there  being  of  editions  of  that  poet,  and  ana 
about  500  volumes. 

In  a  contribution  to  the  Alumnus  of  February,  1900,  Professor 
Bourland  described  this  collection  at  some  length  and  commented  on 
its  value.     I  quote  the  following  from  Professor  Bourland's  article : 

"  Its  value  is  much   more  practical  and  alive  than  it  is  antiquarian. 
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It  was   the   everyday  collection   with   which   the   owner   worked.      Hence 
it    is    of    the    greatest    value    to    a    library    like    that    of    the    University, 
which  is,  for  all  its  great  recent  growth,  still  but  a  great  book  of  begin- 
nings. 

"  It  is  no  whit  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  addition  of  Mr. 
Walter's  books  will  more  than  double  the  efficiency  of  the  University 
Library  for  work  in  the  field  of  Romance  Languages  and  Literature." 

Professor  Bourland  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that,  while 
the  departmental  appropriation  may  suffice  for  the  more  necessary  books 
in  the  future,  the  Dante  collection  can  not  be  kept  up  without  outside 
help. 

Among  the  many  things  that  will  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
Professor  Walter  this  fine  collection  of  books  will  not  be  the  least. 

The  Stearns  musical  collection,  except  a  quantity  of  music  in  sheets, 
has  been  entered  upon  the  records  and  shelved.  The  unbound  volumes 
have  been  bound,  and  some  that  had  suffered  from  dampness  and  other 
causes,  restored. 

There  were  from  Mr.  Frederick  Stearns  94  volumes,  and  from 
Mr.  F.  K.  Stearns  281  volumes,  making  a  total  of  375  volumes.  The 
books  were  accompanied  by  a  card  catalogue  in  a  convenient  and  hand- 
some case.  Cases  have  been  made  in  which  to  dispose  the  unbound 
music,  and  these  afford  means  for  an  exhaustive  classification.  Professor 
Stanley  is  now  making  such  a  classification.  When  it  is  completed 
and  the  finishing  touches  put  to  all  of  the  work  on  the  collection,  we 
can  offer  exceptional  facilities  for  the  study  of  music. 

Two  gifts  were  received  that  not  only  add  to  the  resources  of  the 
library,  but  also  serve  as  memorials  of  men  who  were  long  in  the 
service  of  the  University,  and  who  died  "  in  the  harness."  These  were 
a  gift  from  Professor  Frieze's  daughters  of  123  volumes  that  had 
belonged  to  their  father's  library,  and  from  the  daughters  of  Dr.  Dunster 
one  of  155  volumes  of  miscellaneous  books  that  had  belonged  to  the 
doctor's  library. 

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Granger,  of  the  class  of  '71,  gave  121  volumes. 
Among  these,  which  were  largely  religious  books,  were  sets  of  the 
Nicene,  and  the  Post  Nicene  Fathers.  The  absence  of  a  department  of 
theology  and  a  professor  of  theology  affects,  of  course,  the  acquisition 
of  religious  books  by  the  library.  There  is  no-  one  whose  special  duty 
it  is  to  suggest  them,  and  to  require  their  purchase.  Therefore  such 
gifts  as  that  of  Mr.  Granger  are  especially  acceptable. 

From  the  French  Government  were  received  three  additional  vol- 
umes of  Documents  in/dits  stir  I'historie  de  France. 

Mr.  James  G.  Shearer,  of  Bay  City,  gave  a  copy  of  the  original 
Mormon  Bible  (1830).  This  was  from  the  library  of  his  father,  the  late 
James  Shearer,  Regent  of  the  University,   1880-1888. 

The  Duke  of  Loubat  has  continued  his  gifts  of  facsimiles  of  ancient 
Mexican  manuscripts.     Four  additional  volumes  were  received. 

From    the   American    Swedenborg    Printing   and    Publishing    Society 
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were  received  the  "  Apocalypse  Explained "  of  Swedenborg,  and  two 
other  volumes. 

Dr.  Carl  Worden  gave  the  works  of  Philip   Lindsley,  3  volumes. 

Mr.  Edmund  Fish,  of  the  class  of  '45,  "  the  oldest  living  graduate," 
gave  four  volumes.  One  of  these  was  a  mimeograph  print  of  the 
Solution  of  the  Cattle  Problem  of  Archimedes,  by  the  Hillsboro 
Mathematical  Club,  1893.  The  letter  that  accompanied  the  gift  makes  it 
evident  that  the  consideration  of  numbers  has  furnished  Mr.  Fish  a  good 
deal  of  diversion  in  his  long  life. 

Valuable  gifts  were  also  received  from  Fred  Glass,  Jr.,  Esq.,  of 
Kalamazoo  ;  ihe  Inland  Press,  of  Ann  Arbor  ;  Hon.  Jas.  E.  Scripps,  of 
Detroit ;  the  Misses  Hill,  formerly  of  Ann  Arbor  :  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  : 
John  W.  Bookwalter,  of  Springfield,  Ohio ;  the  Institution  of  Civil 
Engineers,  of  Great  Britain  ;  Mr.  J.  C.  Trautwine.  of  New  York ;  Col. 
Edward  Hill,  of  St.  Louis,  Mich  ;  President  Angell.  Professors  Demmon, 
Pettee,  Hinsdale.  Hempl,  and  many  others. 

The  formalities  connected  with  the  transfer  of  Professor  Hench's 
library  to  the  University  were  not  completed  in  time  for  that  collection 
to  be  included  in  the  acquisitions  of  the  year  1899-1900.  Consideration 
of  it,  therefore,  must  be  reserved  for  the  report  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

Use  of  the  Library. —  The  report  on  this  subject  by  Mr.  Finney, 
assistant  in  charge  of  circulation,  is  very  gratifying.  The  use  of  which 
it  was  possible  to  make  a  record  was  as  follows    :  —

This  is  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  year  1898-1899.  I  will 
repeat  what  I  have  said  in  former  reports,  that  the  recorded  use  repre- 
sents only  about  one  half  of  the  actual  use  of  the  library. 

Our  loans  to  institutions  and  scholars  in  other  places  were  43 
volumes  and  94  photographs. 

The  daily  average  of  readers  in  the  Reading  Room  was  170,  which 
was  the  number  for  last  year.* 

The  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  bookroom  under  the  two 
months'  rule  was  75.  Frequent  permission  was  given  for  brief  periods. 
During  the  two  semesters  419  students  were  admitted  to  the  Seminary 
Rooms    as    follows :    87    to    the    East    Room    for    the    study    of    History, 


*  Other  interesting   statistics  furnished   by  Mr.  Finney  are  as  follows  —  of  the  readers 
in  the  reading  room  90  (53'.  )  were  men,  and  80  {47'/:  )  were  women.      These  are  precisely 
the  percentages  of  last  year.

CoNDiTiox  OF  THE  LIBRARY. —  The  Condition  of  the  books  as  regards 
wear  and  tear  is  good,  owing  to  our  facilities  for  rebinding  and  mending. 
Mr.  Finney  reports  7  volumes  as  lost,  or  not  accounted  for.  They  are 
Miller's  Political  History  of  Recent  Times ;  Hart's  Epoch  Maps ; 
McEwan's  Essentials  of  Argumentation ;  Morris's  Theory  of  Uncon- 
scious Intelligence ;  Klemm's  European  Schools :  Morris's  Human 
Anatomy  ;  and  the  American  Text  Book  of  Physiology,  edited  by  Howell. 

In  my  reports  for  1894  and  1895  the  following  volumes  were 
reported  as  lost ;  viz. :  Carlyle's  Critical  and  Miscellaneous  Essays, 
4  vols.  ;  Emerson's  Works,  6  vols.  ;  and  some  others  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  my  purpose  that  I  should  name  now. 

Last  fall  I  received  the  following  brief  note  :  —

The  books  arrived  and  proved  to  be  those  named  above,  and  which 
had  been  reported  lost  in  the  years  1894  and  1895,  with  the  addition 
of  four  others  that  we  had  not  missed,  and  one  volume  that  had  never 
belonged  to  us.  In  most  cases  the  title  page  on  which  the  library  stamp 
is  placed  had  been  torn  out,  and  efforts  had  been  made  to  erase  all  of 
our  marks  of  ownership.  I  wrote  to  the  Express  Company  at  Covington, 
inclosing  its  receipt  for  the  parcel,  which  Mr.  White  had  included  in 
his  letter,  and  asked  them  to  tell  me  who  Mr.  White  was,  if  they  knew 
him,  and  if  they  did  not  know  him  to  tell  me  if  such  a  name  appeared 
in  the  directory  of  Covington.  The  Company  replied  that  the  man 
was  a  stranger  to  them,  and  that  the  name  did  not  appear  in  the  direc- 
tory. By  whatever  pressure  the  so-called  Mr.  White  was  moved  to 
return  the  books  he  had  succeeded  in  purloining,  we  are  glad  he 
did  so,  and  wish  that  some  pressure  might  be  operative  to  prevent  the 
abstraction  of  books. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. —  Outside  of  the  regular  routine  work 
of  the  library,  we  have  devoted  ourselves  to  two  things ;  viz.,  the 
reclassification  of  the  books,  and  the  new  treatment  of  the  pamphlets. 
Of  the  $600.00  appropriated  by  you  for  additional  help  for  the  year, 
$200.00  were  expended  on  the  change  of  classification  during  the  summer 
vacation.  With  the  remainder  two  young  women  were  employed  for 
the  college  year  —  one  largely  upon  the  work  of  reclassification,  the  other 
upon  general  work. 

The  Addition  to  the  Bookroom. —  The  completion  of  the  new- 
part  of  the  bookroom  has  enabled  us  to  dispose  of  new  books  as  they 
came,  and  also  to  relieve  the  congestion  of  the  old  part,  as  the  change 
in  the  marking  of  the  books  progressed*  By  the  omission  of  the  last 
cases  on  each  of  the  floors  we  have  gained  sufficient  room   for  placing 


tables  where  the  consultation  of  books  may  be  carried  on  conveniently 
and  comfortably.     Such  facilities  were  lacking  in  the  bookroom  before. 

The  third  floor  has  been  divided  into  a  number  of  apartments  by 
wire  partitions,  having  doors  with  locks.  This  makes  it  possible  to  dis- 
pose safely  and  conveniently  of  our  books  of  exceptional  value,  and 
also  the  auxiliary  matter  that  we  are  accumulating,  such  as  engravings, 
photographs,  maps,  and  musical  scores.  In  one  of  these  apartments 
the  Mc  Millan  Shakespeare  Library,  except  the  working  books,  is  shelved  : 
in  another  a  collection  of  rare  and  expensive  books  of  a  miscellaneous 
nature ;  and  in  yet  another  the  Stearns  Musical  Collection.  As  soon 
as  the  necessary  furniture  can  be  provided  we  shall  move  into  other 
rooms  the  illustrative  matter,  engravings,  and  photographs,  and  the 
maps  that  the  library  has   acquired. 

The  Force  and  Work  for  1900-1901. — For  two  or  three  years  the 
desk  attendants  who  wait  on  readers  have  not  been  able  to  supply  all 
with  books  as  promptly  as  desirable.  This  is  most  noticeable  when 
classes  are  changing,  and  a  great  number  of  books  are  returned  to  the 
desk  by  outgoing  students,  and  an  equal  number  of  a  different  kind  are 
demanded  by  those  coming  in.  It  is  necessary  frequently  for  members 
of  the  clerical  force  to  leave  their  work  and  assist. 

Following  an  example  set  at  some  other  institutions  we  have 
selected  students  to  assist  in  this  service,  and  for  compensation  have 
given  iheni  permanent  admission  to  the  bookroom.  During  the  year  ten 
rendered  assistance  of  this  kind,  each  one  serving  two  hours  a  week.  As 
far  as  possible  they  were  put  on  duty  at  those  hours  when  the  pressure 
was  greatest.  The  experiment  has  been  sufficiently  successful  to  make 
us  continue  it. 

Up  to  this  time  the  appointments  of  the  chief  assistants  have  been 
for  one  year.  At  your  June  meeting  Mr.  Jordan,  Mr.  Finney,  and 
Mr.  Severance  were  appointed  for  a  period  of  three  years.  Mr.  A.  M. 
Dudley  will  continue  to  serve  at  the  desk.  Those  newly  appointed 
to  desk  service  are  Mr.  A.  V.  D.  Magoffin,  A.  B.  Jackson,  and  H.  J. 
Brown,  Jr.  Mr.  H.  M.  Robins  and  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Swain  are  in  charge  of 
the  Seminary  rooms.  The  appropriation  of  the  Board  for  additional 
assistance  enables  us  to  employ  two  others  whose  duties  will  be  of  a 
general  nature.  These  are  Miss  Grace  M.  i-ane  and  Miss  Amanda 
Belser. 

THE    OTHER    LIBRARIES. 

The  Medical  Libkasv. — Of  the  8c6  volumes  added  to  the  Medical 
Library  667  volumes  were  purchased  and  139  were  presented.  The 
total  amount  of  bills  certified  to  by  me  for  this  library  was  $1,886.19- 
Of  this  sum  $1,281.04  was  paid  for  books  and  periodicals  published 
irregularly,  and  the  remainder,  $605.15,  was  for  subscriptions  to  peri- 
odicals for  1900. 
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Two  gifts  deserving  special  mention  were  received :  — 

1.  Transactions  of  the  Medico-Psychological  Association,  vols.  i-6. 
These  were  presented  by  the  Oak  Grove  Hospital  at  Flint. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  Festschrift  volume  to  commemorate  the  seventieth 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi,  of  New  York  City. 
This  was  presented  by  Dr.  Jacobi. 

The  most  interesting  purchase  was  from  the  heirs  of  the  late 
Professor  Luschka,  of  Karlsruhe,  Germany.  It  consisted  of  the  Pro- 
fessor's Illustrations  of  Anatomy,  as  follows  : 

1.  One  volume  of  hand  drawings. 

2.  Forty-three  (43)  hand  drawings. 

3.  Articles  on  Anthropology  with  hand  drawings. 

4.  One  hundred  and  twenty-six  (126)  hand  drawings  with  descrip- 
tions. 

5.  Handbook  of  Anatomy  used  by  Professor  Luschka,  6  volumes,  and 
notes  thereto. 

6.  Letters  of  Professors  Virchow,  Hoppe,  Leyden,  and  others. 
The  cost  was  $250.00. 

The  Law  Library. —  The  Law  Librarian  reports  that  during  the 
year  a  detailed  record  of  the  books  of  that  library  was  made,  which 
record  will  be  continued  as  the  "'  Accessions  Book,"  as  volumes  are 
received  in  the  future.  This  account  of  the  books  shows  that  the 
number  of  volumes  given  last  year,  viz.,  16,334  volumes,  was  624  vol- 
umes less  than  the  actual  number.  The  additions  for  the  year  were 
1,042  volumes,  which,  with  the  above  624  volumes,  bring  up  the  number 
•of  volumes  in  the  collection  to  18,000  volumes. 

The  expenditures  have  been  about  $2,675.00.  A  part  of  this  was 
taken  from  the  Buhl  Fund. 

A  considerable  number  of  volumes  of  reports  were  received  gratui- 
tously from  various  States. 

The  Dent.^l  Library. —  Of  the  sixty-six  volumes  added  to  the 
Dental  Library,  65  were  bought  and  one  was  a  gift.  The  bills  certified 
to  by  me  for  this  library  amounted  to  $81.25. 

The  Homoeopathic  Library. — Of  the  123  volumes  added  to  the 
Homoeopathic  Library  68  were  purchased  and  55  were  gifts.  The  bills 
certified  to  by  me  amounted  to  $122.11.  The  books  given  were  from 
Dr.  T.  P.  Wilson,  of  Detroit,  formerly  a  member  of  the  HomcEopathic 
Faculty  of  the  University.  Others  were  received  from  him  which  were 
duplicates  of  books  already  in  the  collection.  These  can  be  used  as 
exchanges. 

THE    BINDERY. 

The  amount  of  work  done  in  the  bindery  was  about  the  same  as 
that  done  the  previous  year.  In  character  it  varied  somewhat.  The 
unbound  portions  of  Professor  Walter's  library  and  the  Stearns  Musical 
Collection  were  bound.  The  Dante  books  from  Professor  Walter  were, 
many  of  them,  tastefully  and  elegantly  bound,  and  an  effort  was  made. 
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which  I  think  was  fairly  successful,  to  make  those  bound  by  us  equally 
attractive. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  an  opportunity  offered  to  secure  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  force,  and  advantage  was  taken  of  it.  The  force 
now  consists  of  the  binder,  Mr.  Hollands,  and  four  assistants. 

The  outlay  for  labor  and  materials  during  the  year  was  as  follows  :

W'hen  the  cost  of  the  work  at  current  prices  for  binding  is  com- 
pared with  the  outlay  for  labor  and  materials,  there  is  a  balance  in 
favor  of  the  library  of  $503.63.  The  expert  work  of  the  binder,  Mr. 
Hollands,  at  Lansing,  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  was  continued 
through  the  remaining  months  of  1899.  The  amount  due  for  his 
services  during  this  time  was  $77.00,  which  was  paid  by  the  State  to  the 
University.  It  is  only  just  that  this  sum  should  be  added  to  the  balance 
in  favor  of  the  Library,  making  it  $580.63. 

On  the  basis  of  the  percentage  shown  in  Table  II  the  expense  to  be 
borne  by  each   one  of  the  libraries  is  as  follows  :
